Adoption of a milk ordinance, re­ 
gulating the buying1 and selling 
ot 
milk in the city was again discussed 
Tuesday night when the city council 
held their regular session, and an 
ordinance to that effect will be intro­ 
duced at the next session, which will 
compelí all persons selling milk, to 
first obtain a license, with a signed 
warrant th at the cow* or cows have 
been examined and are free from in­ 
fection. 


The ordinance will be so drafted 
as to inilict a penalty on any person 
who either buys milk from anothei 
herd or who sells milk from his owe 
herd, without first having them test­ 
ed for any kind of an infection. Th< 
councilmen stated that several ol 
the local dairymen buy milk 
from 
fanners to supply their trade 
in 
Rushville, and the ordinance will be 
drafted to compel the 
examination 
of any cow, whose product is 
con­ 
sumed here. 


A small license fee will be included 
in the annual certificate 
necessary 
for those who sell milk and this fee 
will cover the cost of 
the 
clerk’s 
fees.

democratic governor in Kentucky, a 
state that went 
republican

date offices and one United

senator in 1929. 
The Ku Klux Klan’s sweeping vic­ 
tories in the Ohio «¿ity elections Mas 
causing much comment among poli­ 
tical leaders here today.

Fires Originating From Fuel 
There is no more prolific source 
of originating fires, than woodsheds, 
coal bins, woodpiles, or ev en heaps of 
loose coal. 
Fin's are caused by coalbins by 
lack of proper v entilation which fre­ 
quently produces explosions 
from 
accumulated gases. 
Spontaneous combustion i< more 
to be feared from recently mined eoal 
than from that which liai been out of 
the mine for some time. 
All this applies to storing soft eoal. 
Alternate wetting and drying of eoal 
that is receiv ed wet should be av oid­ 
ed. 
A few general suggestions and pre­ 
cautions for prev enting fires in stor­ 
age of wood will suffice. Fuel wood 
should be neatly piled up 
without 
large air spaces between the stick s, 
which causes fire to spread. 
The ground around the woodpiles 
and in the aisles between should be 
kept clean of rubbish, shav ings and 
old newspapers. Wherev er wood or 
coal arc stored there should Ik* easy 
access to hydrant serv ice and 
if 
piled in the house, hose and nozzle 
should be conv enient. ✓
